After flu- minutes of the 
previous meeting were read and adopt¬ 
ed. which showed five new members 
enrolled, a mas* of correspondence 
was read, much of it p ruining to the 
hard surface road from St. Cloud to 
Melbourne, the important link in the 
Dixie li'ighwaycua necling the Fast 
with the West coast of Florida After 
the. several communication* were re¬ 


ferred to proper committee* or other, 
wise disp »ed of, the president stated 
that any proposition or motion tend¬ 
ing to tlyc welfare ,,f the hoard and 
the continued prosperity of St. Cloud 
w-'uld he entertained, aud then ;h<^ 
ball opened and continued in ful swing 
until ij 30, those present declaring 
that n.vcr before In the history of 
our city of many wonders ha* an 
hour and fifteen minutes been more 
pleasantly or profitably spent. 

The first proposition presented 
wa, that of a meeting place more in 
keeping with the dignity, comfort and 
convenience* of the hoard should h 
provided for the meetings, which ques¬ 
tion was discussed by several mem¬ 
bers* each being of the eqiinion that 
the city hall, if provided wish stand, 
railing and chairs property placed so 
as to give the room an inviting ap¬ 
pearance, it would be the place best 
suited.

Who Is the Speculator ? 


President Wilson is desirous of reg¬ 
ulating the prices of food, so dispatch¬ 
es tell us. and to this end speculation 
must cease in all commodities and 
neecsoarics, and the speculator* forc¬ 
ed to enter upon a legitimate field of 
labor. 

Hut the question arises. Who is the 
»pcctila:or? That ait car* simple to 
answer, provided it is no* a man en¬ 
gaged in buying and selling wh" 
makes the answer. But ask the grain 
dealer, the cotton dealer, the whole¬ 
sale or retail merchant in any line of 
trade, and he will answer that “He is 
not a speculator, that he is doing a 
legitimate business, and is making a 
hare ten per cent on hi* investment." 
In other words, it is always the oth r 
fellow who is the speculator. 

It appears t us that a speculator Is 
one who charge* more than a legiti¬ 
mate profit ahove the c"s: of the 
good* wares «*r merchandise he sell*. 
For in*rune if a w4)"leasier purchas¬ 
es a Certain article from a manufac- 
nrrr for ten cent* a pound and then 
add* otic cent a pound f «r overhead 
charge* the article ha- C**t him It 
rents, an I if he base* h>s husines*. 
upon a ten per cent average profit, 
twelve and o»ic-fo iftli rents a pound 
Wi-sld he a I ultimate charge, and It 
thmild bs prohibit»d by law from ad¬ 
vancing th* stork he has on hand,

lu view of the general scarcity orf 
food xuffs and the high pricea of meat 
these suggestions Irotn Miss Minnie 
1 loyd, s'ulc poultry club agent to the 
University of Florida extension divi¬ 
sion, should be worth while. 

"Let me urge you to hatdh every 
chicken possible and raise every chick¬ 
en hatched/' says Miss Floyd. “Ft Is 
otic of the quickest ways we have of 
increasing our food supplies. The 
poultry products of the state can and 
should be doubled within a year. 

"Keep all the pullrtj for fall and 
winter layer*. Your hens lay more 
and eat h-ss han old ones. 

"Grow the feed lor your >oung 
chickens. The following crops arc 
recommended corn, <i*au t sorghum 
«eed. Kafilr corn. pm*, beans, sun¬ 
flower seed, German miller, and p<-a- 
I null, 

" Preserve the eggs in sodium sili¬ 
cate (.water glass 1. They may be 
kept for a year ami yet be sufficiently 
ircuh lor cooking Perfect preserva¬ 
tion dapcttdg upon two factors, the 
condition of ;he egg when preserved, 
and the method of preserving. Fresh, 
1 lean, firm-shelled eggs should be 
outfit icd daily, or twice daily *n the 
niinni'T, iiij placed in the pre. rva- 
live at once. 

“To make the preservative solu¬ 
tion dilute one quart of warer glass 
with nine quarts of pure, boiled and 
i-oolcd water, Put fifteen d"* f n fresh 
infertile eggs in a clean stone jar, be¬ 
ing sure lions arc cracked. Pour tli<* 
solution over thr eggs until llirv are 
covceed to a depth ol one inch. Keep 
the jar covered to prevent evapora¬ 
tion, and set it in u cool dry place. 
The presening solution should not be 
used for more than one batch of eggs 
nor for more than one season. 

"Never sell preserved eggs as fresh 
one*. Use them for cocking when 
prices rise, and sell the fresh ones. 
Before cookig preserved eggs, wash 
them and stick u pin in otic* end to 
allow the air to escape, which will 
prevent the egg from bursting when 
it is boiled/' 

Skim milk, too widely looked down 
upon as a food, although it contains 
practically all the nourishing element a
